Whangpoo- 
Rivet-anly afew weeks ago haye by né means 
been quelled, and so fa? from the, freebooters 
having been driven from the district they seem 
to be-once more as active as ever. The Shang- 
hai Mercury, of 24th Feb,, reports; meorn- 
ing a launch reaching Shaughai carried a tnle 
similar in many. respects to those related 
on the fast occasion, and from: what can 
Le learned it is evident that the present 
danger is areal mennee to the shipping 
in the district, Forundtely on this occasion 
‘no lives have been lost, but “this - circum- 
‘slance may be taken more os a. stroke of
